since the depositors’ bank guaranty 
law in Oklahoma went Into effect, 
say s Gov. Haskell in this final mes­ 
sage to the Oklahoma 
legislature, 
submitted, and read by him in per­ 
son, Saturday afternoon. 
The governor says that the aver­ 
age losses from the guaranty fund 
are approximately $100,000. 
‘ The occasion of the bank failures 
fully demonstrated from the stand­ 
point of public welfare the complete 
efficiency of 
the 
Oklahoma 
State 
law and the complete failure of the 
National law.” 
The total net collections of the 
guaranty fund up to Dec. 31, 1910, 
are shown to have been $818,740.65. 
The total in the fund on Dec. 31, 
1910, was $73,626.59, and other cash 
items were $260,161.09, making the 
total cash and cash items in the guar 
anty fund on Dec. 31, 1910, $333,787.60 
The net loss to the bank guaran­ 
ty fund to that date is, therefore 
shown, by deducting the balance on 
hand from the net collection, to have 
been $484,952.97, and of this tempor­ 
ary impairment or loss, the governor 
says: 


The remainder of the guaranty 
fund paid out originally to cover 
losses in failed banks, and not yet 
J returned in cash, is represented by 
I notes, bonds, securities and real es- 
’ tate.
